THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  DOCTRINAL 
* PREACHING. 


(E.  L.  Wesson).  I 

In  The  Record  of  Sept.  22,  I stressed 
ehe  importance  of  doctrinal  preaching. 
In  this  article,  I want  to  stress  the  rela 
five  importance  of  doctrines  to  bit 
preached.  All  doctrines  are  importan ; 
but  all  are  not  of  equal  importance. 

Some  doctrines  are  fundamental,  while 
some  are  only  incidental.  On  account  o ' 
this  fact  it  is  exceedingly,  importan 
Ihat  we  Btudy  well  which  doctrines  it  ii 
most  important  that  we  preiyh.  Unity 
on  this  point  is  very  important. 

I shall  state  doctrines  in  the  order  of 
their  importance  as  I see  them.  If  you 
differ  from  me,  treat  me  as  a T>rother-4 
I write  by  request. 
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As  I see  it,  the  most  important  doci 
trine  to  be  now  preached  is  the  diving 
origin  and  authorship,  completeness  anu 
authority  of  all  the  scriptures  in  our 
Bible.  We  have  been  taking  too  much 
for  granted  on  this  point,  consequently 
the  higher  critics,  the  lower  critics,  tne 
magazines  and  the  common  weekly  an«| 
daily  press  have  been  doing  much  sliak 
ing  of  the  faith  of  many  in  the  Book 
we  believe  to  be  God’s  word  to  men 
This  is  a sad  fact.  Shake  faith  in  the 
Bible  as  the  word  of  God  to  men.  an<) 
as  the  complete  and  all-sufficient  rule  oi 
faith  and  practice  and  you  open  thq 
very  flood-gates  of  infidelity.  The  Bibl<\ 
the  Bible,  the  open  Bible,  the  book  of 
God  to  men,  must  be  preached  in  un 
questioning  faieh;  not  by  men  who  neve* 
questioned  but  by  men  who  have  hjj 
deep  study  and  experience  passed  tluj 
interrogation  point  above  the  Book.  W< 
must  have  a basic  authority  on  whic’l 
to  stand  or  else  drift  with  the  sands  of 
unbelief. 

Second  in  importance  to  be  prenehetj 
is  the  perfection  of  our  God;  his  good] 
ness,  his  righteousness,  justice  and  love] 
and  perfect  sovereignty.  The  real  re 
ligieus  strength  of  even'  people  is  the 
outgrowth  of  their  conception  of  a God, 
While  in  reality  there  is  but  one  God 
as  viewed  by  men  of  different  concep 
tions  of  a deity  he  is  many.  The  clearer 
and  nearer  correct  the  conception  oli 
God  in  his  perfectness,  in  all  of  his  atj 
tributes  and  sovereignty,  the  strongeii 
will  he  the  character  and  the  nobler  wil| 
he  the  life. 

Third  in  importance  to  be  preached  ic 
the  deity  of  Jesus  Christ.  Really,  in  this 
so-called  Christian  land,  this  is  the  most 
important  doctrine  to  be  emphasized 
right  now.  We  are,  in  our  effort  to 
magnify  the  humanity  of  Christ,  on  thq 
very  border  line  of  deifying  him  as  d 
man  instead  of  preaching  his  deity.  T<) 
many  professed  Christians  of  today; 
Christ  is  the  hero  of  all  heroes,  instead 
of  “God  manifest  in  the  flesh.”  We 
should  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  thej 


infidelity  of  the  world  is  not  toward 
God,  as  God,  but  toward  the  deity  of 
Jesus  Christ.  That  is  the  stumbling 
block  over  which  Israel  fell  and  over 
which  men  are  falling  today;  therefore 
this  doctrine  must  be  preached  not  only 
as  a matter  of  fact,  ,but  also  from  the 
standpoint  of  unanswerable  facts,  for 
the  world  is  more  and  more  drifting  to- 
ward Lnitariuuisiu  though  claiming  to 
be  Christian.  {Since  we  believe  that  faith 
in  the  deity  of  Christ  is  absolutely  es- 
sential to  salvation  for  accountable  > 
beings,  this  doctrine  must  be  ever  anew 
and  convincingly  preached  for  faith 
must  have  for  its  foundation  established 
facts. 

Fourth  in  importance  to  be  preached, 
and  clearly  preached,  is  the  condition 
of  the  accountable  world  in  srn.  If  men 
are  not  made  to  see  their  real  condition 
in  sin  they  cannot  feel  their  need  of  a 
Savior;  and  if  convinced  that  they  are 
lost  they  know  that  they  need  a Savior; 
and  if  convinced  that  they  are  dead  in 
sin  they  know  that  only  God  can  save, 
therefore  will  rejoice  in  the  deity  ot 
Jesus  Christ. 

Fifth  in  importance  to  be  preached  is 
the  substitutionary,  redemptive  worn  of 
Jesus  Christ.  We  are  drifting  from  this 
great  truth.  Back  to  the  vicarious  atone- 
mene  if  we  would  honor  God,  glorify 
Christ  and  save  lost  men.  Christ  in  our 
stead,  the  propitiation  for  sin.  Christ 
in  us,  the  hope  of  glory.  That  wins  the 
heart  and  subdues  the  will  to  God.  The 
love  of  Christ,  the  substitute  for  sinners, 
constrains  us  to  love  him  and  the  God 
who  sent  him. 

Sixth  in  importance  to  be  preached  is 
the  person  and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
There  is  no  salvation  for  the  account 
able  without  the  conviction  and  regen- 
eration of  the  Holy  Ghost.  As  sure  ns 
we  have  to  be  born  of  a mother  to  live 
among  men  on  earth,  just  that  sure  do 
we  have  to  he  bom  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  live  with  God  in  heaven.  We  need 
to  re-mngnify  the  Holy  Spirit  and  his 
office  work.  In  the  same  proportion  that 
we  leave  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  out 
of  our  preaching  will  our  preaching  lie 
cold,  formal,  lifeless  and  fruitless— void 
of  soul-winning  power.  He  must  be  hon- 
ored if  we  would  honor  God,  for  God 
sent  him  to  do  his  holy  work. 

Seventh  in  importance  to  l»e  preached 
is  the  responsibility  and  duty  of  the 
sinner.  The  sinner  is  responsible  to  God 
for  his  sins,  and  must  repent  of  his  sins 
and  believe  in  Christ  or  be  forever  lost. 
Nothing  taught  in  the  Bible  is  more 
clearly  taught  than  that  fact.  Minimize 
responsibility  and  duty  and  yon  open 
the  way  for  the  vilest  sins.  Magnify,  in 
teaching,  responsibility  and  duty  and 
you  prepare  the  soil  for  the  inworkini? 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  for  the  gosppl  of 
salvation.  I will  stop  right  here.  This 
brings  ns  to  ehe  dividing  line.  He  who 


knows  thus  far  and  believes  what  ho 
knows,  nnd  in  him  of  whom  he  knows,  is 
saved.  More  shall  follow.

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but  not  least  came  our  own  Rev.  Z.  C. 
Taylor,  D.  D.,  for  28  years  missionary 
to  Brazil,  but  now  at  home  on  furlough 
Some  of  us  understood  a part,  and  oth 
ers  all  of  what  he  said  as  he  spoke  be 
fore  the  convention  in  Portugese,  which, 
along  with  Italian,  French  and  Spanish, 
is  a daughter  of  the  Latin  language 
Our  brother  brought  us  valuable  infor- 
mation fresh  from  the  new  Baptist  work 
in  Chili,  encouraging  Mexican  Baptists 
to  lend  a helping  hand  which  we  agreed 
to  do.  Dr  Mayfield  examined  Bro.  Tay 
lor  nnd  said  to  him,  “you  have  no  or- 
ganic trouble.  You  are  tired;  you  are 
very  tired,  and  must  have  a long  rest.” 

In  Mexico,  as  everywhere  else,  it  is 
difficult  to  compile  accurate  statistics. 
The  following  are  the  approximate  fig- 
ures including  all  Baptists  in  Mexico. 
There  are  74  churches  with  3.0j!3  mem 
bers.  131  out-stations  with  an  average 
nttendnhce  of  1.752;  there  are  60  Sunday 
Schools  which  have  2.082  pupils;  15  B. 
Y.  P.  IT.  Unions  with  405  members;  8 
children’s  societies  with  225  members. 
14  schools  and  seminaries  with  1.200 
students  (in  the  three  theological  insti 
tntos  there  are  about  40  students  pre 
paring  for  he  ministry).  Two  new 
churches  were  organized  this  last  vear 
nnd  about  500  persons  baptized,  being 
an  increase  of  about  20  per  cent  over 
last  vear.  The  two  boards  have  in  Mex- 
ico church  nnd  school  properfy  valued 
at  $240,656  F.  S.  currency. 

Fverv  one  seemed  delighted  with  the 
‘•r*irit  of  hnrmonv  which  prevailed  dur- 
ing the  convention.  Southern  Baptists 
have  in  Mexico  two  theological  ipstitutes 
and  Northern  Baptists  one,  and  hence 
three  sets  of  teachers.  A strops’  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
two  boards  and  recommend  the  combin- 
ing of  these  three  into  one«ptronger 
school  for  all.  Besides  continuing  onr 
mission  wor  kamong  the  Mcvican  In- 
dians. it  was  decided  to  send  $fi0  Mexi 
can  monev  per  month  to  the  new  Bap- 
tist work  in  Chili.  To  meet  these  m 
creased  demands  on  onr  little  treasury 
an  unsalaried  mission  secretary  wae 
elected  to  solicit  funds  from  all  our 
Mjeyioan  churches  during  the  coming 
ymT.  ' j . 

(Messrs.  Geo.  B.  Brewer.  T.  Barocio 
aid  E R.  Brown,  the  three- Baptist 
pj-eachers  of  Mexico  Citv,  showed  them- 
selves ideal  hosts  in  taking  care  of  tho 
delegates. 

The  convention  adjourned  to  meee  in 
Aguasoalientes  Oct.  13,  1911.  Full  of 
joy  and  hope,  we  delegates  return  to 
our  respective  fields  to  continue  the 
work  another  year  if  the  Lord  permit. 
Our  forces  are  thoroughly  organized, 
ajnd  the  prospects  for  the  evangelization 
of  Mexico  have  never  before  been  so 
bright  as  they  are  today,  yet  we  earnest- 
ly crave  the  prayers  and  sup]x>re  of 
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our  brethren  at  home,  and  we  believe 
we  shall  not  be  disappointed.

In  my  own  city  of  San  Francisco, 
t handful  of  women  have  been  do- 
ing a piece  of  work  new  for  oiy  *e* 
ssys  Elizabeth  C.erbc^ding  In  The  De 
iTheator  for  October.  For  the  first 
time,  perhaps.  we  have  openly  an  ' 
formally  assisted  In  the  man's  work 
of  clearing  up  a city's  politics.  Our 
opening  battle  is  over  and  we  have 

lo,! gone  down  to  defeat  this  time 

though  I have  an  abiding  faith  that 
we  shall  win  In  the  end. 

I,  who  am  no  longer  young,  had 
been  a club-woman  for  many  years 
I had  risen  with  the  women's  clubs 
of  the  West  through  all  the  stages  of 
development  from  reading  encyclo 
pedlc  essays  to  undertaking  real  civic 
eiyort — if  only  in  the  fancy-work  of 
a city's  sanitation.  I was  In  Europe 
when  my  city  began  her  real  Strug 
gle  against  organized  Impurity.  When 
1 returned  in  the  summer  or  1908, 
the  fight  had  been  on  for  two  years 
And  immediately  1 found  a real  piece 
of  work  for  a woman  to  do. 

Since  the  first  years  of  the  century 
a corrupt  mayor  and  a corrupt  board 
of  supervisors,  creatures  of  the  su- 
premely eorrupt  boss,  Abraham  Ituef, 
had  controlled  the  city.  They  had 
traded  in  franchises,  licenses,  per 
mlts.  special  privileges,  as  perhaps  a 
political  ring  never  traded  before. 
More,  they  had  organized  crime  and 
vice,  given  It  protection,  entered  In 
to  partnership  with  It.  The  clima\ 
came  when  they  accepted  a brioe  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  a 
"free”  trolley  franchise  worth  mil- 
lions of  dollars  to  the  city  had  the 
city  sold  It  fairly.  Patrick  Calhoun, 
head , of  the  street  railway  system, 
was  charged  with  giving  this  bribe, 
bat  upon  his  trial  the  Jury  disagreed 
A group  of  reformers,  led  first  by 
the  Sap  Francisco  Bulletin  and  then 
by  Francis  J.  Heney,  had  expose! 
this  ronriif’on  of  affulrs,  had  indicted 
the  little  bosses  and  bribe-takers — 
to  the  universal  applause  of  the  com- 
munity. and  had  reached  out  for  the 
big  bribe-givers — to  the  universal 
horror  of  the  "upper  class.” 

At  the  very  moment  when  I re- 
turned, the  supreme  court  of  Cali- 
fornia, on  a trifling  technicality — 
the  fart  that^the  term  "mayor”  was 
left  out  of  the  Indictment— -had  Just 
reversed  the  conviction  of  Eugene 
E.  Schmitz,  the  robber  mayor.  There 
1*  a system  In  California  »■  else- 
where, I learned  afterward : and  the 
•ystem  must  take  care  of  Its  own. 

And  this  was  the  mental  state  of 
San  Francisco  as  I found  It:  Not  a 
man  or  woman  In  San  Francisco, 
'hen  or  at  any  other  time,  oeneved 
that  Patrick  Calhoun  was  not  guilty 

giving  bribes;  yet  the  "better 
Part  of  the  community,  their  minds 
clouded  by  prejudice,  self-interest, 
minor  and  oblique  considerations  of 
evcry  kind.  Justified  lilm  and  pleaded 
f"r  him.  I have  wondered  since  If  I 
mjTelf.  had  I lived  through  the  fight
